^  or  more  than  two  centuries,  the  Presidio 
of  San  Francisco  has  stood  as  a  sentry  at  the 
Golden  Gate,  renowned  for  the  grandeur  of  its  set- 
ting, rich  in  military  history,  and  unique  in  its  ecology  and 
natural  features.  By  1995,  it  will  he  transferred  from  the  Army 
to  the  National  Park  Service  (NPS),  becoming  part  of 'the 
Golden  Gate  National  Recreation  Area  (GGNRA),  one  of  the 
crown  jewels  in  the  National  Park  system. 


It  will  be  a  national  park  unlike 
any  other.  With  its  historic 
buildings  and  stunning  setting, 
the  Presidio  presents  an  extraor- 
dinary opportunity  for  educators, 
scientists,  environmental  organi- 
zations, community  leaders,  and 
businesses  from  around  the  world 
to  host  programs  of  national  and 
international  distinction. 

During  the  public  planning  pro- 
cess, impassioned  voices  have 
expressed  the  hope  that  the  Pre- 
sidio will  become  a  place  of 
worldwide  significance  —  a  place 
that  will  contribute  to  humankind 
through  education  and  research 
while  welcoming  visitors  from 


all  over  the  world,  providing  a 
soothing  respite  from  urban  life 
and  sustaining  its  unique  history, 
character  and  natural  features  for 
generations  to  come. 

Through  this  Call  for  Interest, 
the  National  Park  Service  seeks  a 
preliminary  indication  of  intent 
from  organizations  wishing  to 
participate  in  and  contribute  to 
the  vision  for  the  Presidio's 
future.  The  Call  for  Interest  is  an 
important  step  in  preparing  a 
comprehensive  plan  for  the 
Presidio  and  the  NPS  encourages 
all  interested  individuals  and 
organizations  to  respond.

The  NPS  Seeks  Park  Partners 

Specifically,  the  NPS  is  seeking 
Park  Partners  —  institutions, 
nonprofit  organizations,  and 
commercial  ventures  that  will 
occupy  and  maintam  facilities, 
provide  visitor  programs  and 
services,  and  help  preserve  park 
resources,  in  cooperation  with 
the  GGNRA. 

Potential  Park  Partners  should 
have  a  mission  and  a  plan  for 
contributing  to  the  Presidio  in 
ways  that  will: 

>  Help  fulfill  the  vision  and  the 
goals  emerging  from  the  public 
planning  process. 

>  Preserve  the  Presidio's  history, 
character  and  natural  features. 

>  Respect  the  National  Park  Ser- 
vice mission  of  preservation 
and  public  service. 

>  Enhance  the  Presidio'  regional, 
national  and  international 
distinction. 

>  Serve  present  and  future  gen- 
erations. 

>  Permit  the  Presidio  to  thrive 
by  making  it  as  self-sustaining 
as  possible. 

Respondents  should  provide  evi- 
dence of  creative  thinking  and 
long-term  commitment;  they 
should  also  demonstrate  the 
financial,  organizational,  and 
structural  capacity  to  carry  out 


and  sustain  a  viable  enterprise 
dedicated  to  the  undertaking  being 
described. 

At  this  time,  the  National  Park 
Service  is  not  seeking  expressions 
of  interest  from  organizations 
wishing  to  operate  park  facilities 
such  as  the  golf  course,  restaurants, 
and  shuttles;  to  manage  commu- 
nity services  such  as  churches;  nor 
to  perform  maintenance  functions 
at  the  park.

Respond- 
ini;  ori;aiii/ations  can  not  only 
present  their  programs  and  con- 
cepts to  the  Nl'S,  hut  also  indicate 
the  serious  nature  ot  then  response 
and  the  strength  ot  their  organi- 
/aiumal  and  financial  capabilities. 
Additionall)-,  respondents  can 
sii;nal  an\'  special  needs  and 
mterests  that  would  affect  their 
abilit\'  to  become  a  tenant. 

Specific  benefits  of  responding  to 
the  Call  for  Interest  include:

Tenant  Selection  Process: 
Beginning  in  1993 

It  is  not  mandatory  to  respond 
to  this  Call  for  Interest  in  order 
to  be  considered  for  tenancy  at 
the  Presidio;  however,  it  is  highly 
desirable  to  do  so  for  the  reasons 
cited  above.  This  Call  for  Interest 
is  not  a  formal  request  for  pro- 
posals and  does  not  demand  the 
level  of  detail  typical  of  such  a 
solicitation. 


The  NPS  intends  to  begin  the 
tenant  selection  process  in  1993 
following  approv  al  ot  a  plan  for 
the  Presidio.  Tciiant  selections 
that  relate  to  Presidio  uses  that  are 
clearly  prescribed  by  the  nature 
of  the  facility  (e.g.,  recreational 
facilities  and  other  specialized 
buildings)  may  occur  the  earliest. 

Tenant  selections  th.u  depend  upon 
the  outcome  ot  :he  draft  and  tinal 
versions  of  the  Presidio  plan  will 
be  made  accordmgly.  Most 
buildmg  space  and  facilities  will 
become  available  starting  in  1995. 


The  Future  of  the  Presidio 


'  hroHghout  its  history,  the  National 

Park  Service  has  preserved  our  nation's  most 

significant  cultural  and  natural  resources.  At  the 

Presidio,  the  National  Park  Service  and  Park  Partners  can 

extend  this  traditional  role  to  address  the  compelling  needs  of 

our  time  —  broadening  the  concepts  of  stewardship  and 

service  to  future,  generations. 

Situated  at  a  gateway  known 
throughout  the  world,  the  Pre- 
sidio is  uniquely  positioned  to 
host  programs  of  national  and 
international  distinction.  As  the 
centerpiece  of  the  nation's  largest 
urban  park,  its  intensive  use  by 
visitors  from  around  the  world 
offers  the  potential  to  present 
first-class  park  programs  to  audi- 
ences of  unprecedented  diversity. 

To  chart  a  course  that  will  pre- 
serve the  Presidio's  resources 
and  fulfill  its  highest  potential 
for  public  use  and  enjoyment, 
the  National  Park  Service  is 
directing  a  three-year  planning 


process  that  will  culminate  i 
plan  worthy  of  this  site. 


A  Vision  for.  the  Presidio 

Working  with  broad  public 
input,  the  NPS  has  set  a  vision 
for  the  Presidio  as  a  place  of 
worldwide  significance.  In  this 
vision,  the  Presidio  would  host 
projects  and  programs  that  take 
advantage  of  the  international 
visibility  of  its  setting,  the  con- 
templative nature  of  the  land- 
scape and  its  purpose  as  a 
national  park.  This  setting  pro- 
vides a  strongly  supportive 


atmosphere  for  education, 
research,  policy  review,  experi- 
mentation and  problem  solving. 

Predominant  program  themes 
would  include  those  thai  foster 
international  exchange,  environ- 
mental enhancement,  and  solu- 
tions to  critical  i^lohal  issues.  The 
Presidio  will  otter  a  pLicc  tor  park 
visitors  to  participate  in  man\-  of 
these  programs,  to  learn  about 
issues  under  stud\-  at  the  site  and 
to  refresh  themselves  in  its  tran- 
quil setting.  Park  Partners,  the  NPS 
and  Presidio  visitors  could  jointly 
help  achieve  the  Presidio's  poten- 
tial: to  bring  people  and  ideas 
together  to  safeguard  the  future 
and  improve  the  quality  of  life. 

Suggestions  for  specific  uses  to 
fulfill  this  vision  vary  widely. 
Emerging  concepts  range  from 
resource  preservation  to  envi- 
ronmental and  medical  research, 
from  international  exchange 
programs  to  personal  renewal 
and  lifelong  iearnini;.  As  a  work- 
ing laboratory  the  Presidio 
could  be  a  model  tor  environ- 
mental sustainabilitw  its  rich 


historic  fabric  providing  a  class- 
room to  explore  methods  for 
public  land  stewardship  and 
resource  preservation. 

A  wide  range  of  innovative  tech- 
nologies —  showcasing  energy 
efficiency,  waste  recycling,  and 
other  sustainable  systems  — 
could  be  demonstrated  on  site. 
Programs  at  the  Presidio's  cam- 
pus-like settings  could  foster 
understanding  and  leadership  on 
resource  protection,  health  care 
and  other  issues  of  international 
concern.  Its  medical  complex 
could  be  the  site  for  research  on 
global  concerns  such  as  health 
and  nutrition.  Over  600  acres  of 
open  space,  rich  in  natural  and 
recreational  resources,  could 


provide  the  setting  for  personal 
renewal  and  enjoyment. 

As  the  next  phase  in  the  planning 
process,  the  NPS  seeks  to  test 
the  viability  of  concepts  and  pro- 
gram ideas  that  have  arisen  thus 
far  as  well  as  to  stimulate  signifi- 
cant new  ideas  that  could  con- 
tribute to  the  vision  anci  goals 
from  the  public  planning  process. 


Park  Partners  Will  Help 
Achieve  this  Future 

Park  Partners  will  be  critical 
players  in  achieving  the  future 
promise  of  the  Presidio.  Their 
projects  and  programs  will  enliv- 
en the  post  with  new  uses  —  uses 


complementary  to  the  Presidio's 
unique  national  park  status. 

Potential  Park  Partners  are 
encouraged  to  consider  what 
programs  they  could  offer  at  the 
Presidio.  These  programs  must 
be  designed  to  achieve  the  fol- 
lowing objectives: 

Support  the  Presidio's  purpose 
as  a  national  park.  The  Nati(Mi- 
al  Park  Serx  icc  mission  is  to 
prcscrx  c  llic  si;^iiiticanl 
resc.uivcs  ot  the  I'icskIu)  and 
make  thcin  .nailahic  lor  public 
en|o\  iiK  iu.  i*idL;i"anis  should 
enhance  \isitor  experiences 
and  pi  o\  ide  aeeess  to  its 
di\  erse  ec  minuinities. 


Respect  Presidio  resources. 

The  Presidio's  scenic,  cultural 
and  natural  resources  are  pro- 
tected by  law.  Additionally, 
the  Presidio  will  be  enhanced 
by  projects  that  respect  its 
intrinsic  park  qualities  (e.g., 
peacefulness,  lack  of  congestion) 
and  surrounding  neighborhoods. 
The  conduct  of  future  tenants 
—  whether  programs,  business 
operations  or  employee  activi- 
ties —  should  be  environmen- 
tally responsible. 

Lend  national  and  interna- 
tional distinction.  The  Pre- 
sidio is  a  national  park  area 
dedicated  to  serving  a  national 
and  international  audience. 


The  NPS  is  seeking  a  collec- 
tion of  Park  Partner  programs 
that  create  this  distinction  and 
reach  many  constituencies. 

Relate  to  concepts  developed 
in  the  planning  process.  The 

NPS  planning  process  has 
defined  program  concepts  that 
have  a  positive  match  to  the 
Presidio.  These  concepts 
emphasize  the  opportunity  for 
programs  that  reflect  environ- 
mental, international,  and  mul- 
ticultural themes;  and  that 
integrate  youth,  public  sen-'ice, 
historical  interpretation  and 
preserv^ation,  research,  and 
education. 


Be  financially  feasible.  The 
NPS  is  seeking  tenants  with 
the  organi/atuMial  and  finan- 
cial capabilities  needed  to 
operate  their  programs  and 
undertake  capital  investments. 

Be  appropriate  in  scale.  The 

Presidio  includes  more  than 
6.2  million  square  teet  of 
building  space.  The  NPS  is 
looking  for  suitable  tenants  to 
occupv  considerable  portions 
ot  this  space  but  is  not  looking 
for  a  single  tenant  for  all  the 
space  available. 
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Guiding  Principles 

The  NPS  has  developed  a  set  of 
principles  to  guide  the  conver- 
sion of  the  Presidio  and  help 
define  the  kind  of  place  it  could 
become.  The  principles  do  not 
describe  specific  physical 
changes  or  activities;  rather,  they 
provide  goals  to  pursue  as  the 
Presidio  is  converted  from  post 
to  park.  The  guiding  principles 
were  derived  from  three  primary 
sources:  public  input  during  the 
planning  process,  technical  advice, 
and  federal  legislation  and  policy. 
Complete  text  of  the  Guiding 
Principles  is  available  at  the  Pre- 
sidio Planning  Information  Center, 
which  is  described  on  page  27. 

Site  Qualities:  Emphasize  the 
Presidio's  setting  as  an  interna- 


tional gateway,  recognize  its  mil- 
itary tradition,  balance  natural 
and  built  environments,  respect 
the  site's  cultural  landscape, 
maintain  and  preserve  unity  in 
design  and  rehabilitation,  and 
maintain  spaces  for  public  events. 

Visitor  Experience:  Expand 
accessibility,  create  an  environment 
for  learning,  provide  recreational 
opportunities,  promote  celebra- 
tions, offer  avenues  for  personal 
development,  and  provide  a  safe 
and  secure  settmg  for  visitors. 

Presidio  Community:  Maintain  a 
sense  of  continuity  and  vitality, 
achieve  identity,  promote  contri- 
bution to  common  goals,  ensure 
broad  participation,  and  support 
security. 


Resource  Conservation:  Retain 
historic  character,  protect  and 
enhance  scenic  and  natural 
resources,  pursue  innovative 
rehabilitation,  and  mitigate  envi- 
ronmental degradation. 

Access  and  Circulation:  Facili- 
tate visitor  orientation,  improve 
bicycle  and  pedestrian  access, 
manage  automobile  use,  and 
coordinate  transportation  services. 

Administration:  Develop  central 
management  and  support  sys- 
tems, design  an  effective  method 
of  governance,  manage  as  a  unit 
of  the  GGNRA,  and  cooperate 
with  the  surrounding  community.

Presidio  Planning  Areas: 
Opportunities  for  Park  Partners 


>  ith  over  1,480  acres  of  park  lands, 
magnificent  vistas  and  unique  ecology,  the 
Presidio  is  a  rare  urban  oasis.  Its  beautiful  and  tran- 
quil setting  sits  juxtaposed  to  the  services,  energy  and  innova- 
tion afforded  by  a  dynamic  metropolitan  urban  area  of  over 
6  million  people.  Minutes  from  San  Francisco's  financial  and 
commercial  districts,  near  several  leading  universities  and  less 
than  one  hour's  drive  from  a  world  center  of  biomedical 
research,  it  offers  unparalleled  opportunities  for  organiza- 
tions from  around  the  world. 


Within  the  Presidio's  boundaries 
are  an  18-hole  golf  course,  a 
National  Cemetery,  stately  homes, 
barracks,  a  hospital,  warehouses, 
shops,  and  office  complexes  of 
various  vintages  and  styles. 
Civil-war  era  houses  stand  beside 
modern  industrial  buildings; 
wide  open  spaces  border  dense 
urban  neighborhoods;  a  scenic 
promenade  along  the  bay  passes 
by  a  striking  new  building  now 
used  as  a  supermarket.  A  National 
Historic  Landmark,  the  Presidio 
has  over  800  buildings,  450  of 
which  are  historically  significant. 

The  Presidio  is  not  only  one  of  the 
Bay  Area's  most  varied  and  beautiful 
sites,  it  also  is  a  significant  eco- 
logical reserve.  In  addition  to  a 
forest  of  over  400,000  trees 
planted  in  the  1880s,  the  Presidio 
contains  many  rare  and  endan- 
gered plant  species,  including  the 


only  Raven's  manzanita  plant  on 
earth.  Lobos  Creek,  the  last  free- 
flowing  stream  in  San  Francisco, 
flows  through  the  Presidio  and 
supplies  its  water.  The  views  from 
the  Presidio  are  breathtaking  — 
from  the  picturesque  cityscape  of 
San  Francisco  on  one  side  to  the 
spectacular  Golden  Gate  Bridge 
and  beyond. 

The  Presidio's  6.2  million  square 
feet  of  building  space  includes  14 
separate  residential  areas.  This 
housing  ranges  from  large  single- 
family  houses,  to  densely  populated 
apartment  complexes,  to  modern 
and  older  barracks.  In  total, 
there  are  about  1,200  residential 
units  in  the  park,  many  of  which 
could  be  used  in  conjunction 
with  NPS  and  Park  Partner  pro- 
grams conducted  on  site. 

Community  services  in  this  city- 
within-a-city  include  churches,  a 
child  care  center,  post  office. 


museum,  mcctini;  facilities,  a 
supermarket,  hospital,  and  fire 
and  police  scr\iccs.  Its  \ancd 
recreational  tacilitics  include 
gyms,  a  swimming  pool,  tennis 
courts,  a  bowling  center,  theater, 
playground,  picnic  spots,  golf 
course,  hiking  trails,  beaches  and 
a  world-class  boardsailing  area. 

The  Presidio  is  accessible  from 
two  major  highwavs,  is  served 
bv  several  citv  bus  lines,  and 
contains  63  miles  ot  idads.  Its 
infrastructure  systems,  manv  of 
which  are  scheduled  to  be  repaired 
and/or  upgraded,  include  electric, 
natural  gas  and  steam  supply,  water 
distribution,  sewer  and  storm 
drainage  lines,  and  water  treat- 
ment facilities. 


Planning  Areas 

The  Presidio  includes  many  dis- 
tinct areas,  each  with  particular 
points  of  access,  building  charac- 
ter, history,  and  adjacent  open 
space.  For  the  purposes  of  this 
Call  for  Interest,  the  NPS  has 
selected  six  of  these  areas,  each 
of  which  is  derived  from  histori- 
cal patterns  of  use,  physical  link- 
ages of  facilities,  common  access, 
architectural  relationships,  and 
setting.  The  National  Park  Ser- 
vice anticipates  that  program 
uses  within  each  of  these  areas 
might  share  a  common  theme  (or 
themes)  and  facilities.  The  final 
plan  for  the  Presidio  could  rec- 
ommend physical  design  changes 
which  would  affect  planning  areas. 

Respondents  should  consider 
which  area  is  most  appropriate 
for  their  program  in  terms  of 
architectural  fit  and  setting; 
however,  respondents  are  not 
precluded  from  indicating  inter- 
est in  facilities  in  more  than  one 
planning  area  —  or  from  sug- 
gesting a  particular  use  that 


might  fit  equally  well  in  various 
locations  or  facilities. 

The  concepts  for  use  presented 
for  each  area  derive  from  pubhc 
comment  in  the  course  of  the 
planning  process  to  date  and 
from  NPS  plannmg  analysis.  The 
NPS  will  consider  many  factors 
in  determining  the  ultimate  uses, 
programs  and  tenants  for  Pre- 
sidio buildings.  These  factors 
have  been  influenced  by  NPS 
legislation  and  policy  described 
later  in  this  document,  by  public 
comments  elicited  through  the 
planning  process,  and  by  operat- 
ing requirements  for  the  park. 


Summary  of  Building  Types 

Six  types  of  buildings  are  identi- 
fied within  each  area.  The  uses 
specified  in  the  following  pages 
reflect  the  current  function  of 
the  buildings.  In  some  cases,  his- 
torical use  was  different;  for 
example,  former  barracks  may 
now  be  used  as  offices.  Future 
uses  also  may  be  different  in 
function.  Small  utility  and 


maintenance  structures  found 
throughout  the  Presidio  are  not 
included  in  the  building  or 
square  footage  totals  presented 
for  each  planning  area. 

Homing:  Housing  includes  both 
multi-  and  single-family  and 
dormitory  housing.  Family 
housing  is  generally  a  larger  per- 
centage of  the  square  footage. 
(Note:  The  Call  for  Interest  will 
not  consider  responses  to  rent 
housing  in  the  private  marketplace. 
Housing  use  should  be  linked  to 
some  broader  program  purpose 
and/or  use  of  other  facilities.) 

Office/Institutional:  These  are 
buildings  currently  in  office  or 
administrative  use.  Also  included 
in  this  categorx  arc  insiiiutional 
or  special  purpose  luiildings  such 
chapels  and  schools. 

Warehouse/Industrial:  These 
facilities  are  gcncrallv  large  multi- 
purpose structures  currently  used 
for  storage  or  maintenance. 

Recreational:  Swimming  pools, 
gyms,  and  other  recreational  build- 
ings are  included  in  this  category. 

Retail:  These  are  food  service 
facilities,  shops  and  other  com- 
mercial uses.  (Note:  Responses 
to  this  Call  for  Interest  which 
address  commercial  uses  must 
demonstrate  some  relationship 
to  broader  program  themes  and 
public  benefit.) 

Medical:  This  category  includes 
the  Letterman  Army  Medical 
Center,  Letterman  Army  Institute 
of  Research  and  the  former  Public 
Health  Service  Hospital. 


special  Information 

This  section  contains  special 
information  about  an  area  that 
may  be  helpful  in  considering  its 
future  uses.  In  particular,  it 
includes  estimates  for  net  total 
cost  for  building  stabilization. 
The  NPS  has  defined  building 
stabilization  to  mean  bringing  a 
building  iip  to  a  "serviceable 
level"  for  the  current  use.  This 
would  cover  serious  Uniform 
Building  Code  violations  based 
upon  the  current  use.  These  are 
"Level  C"  cost  estimates,  which 


are  conceptual  level  estimates 
used  for  early  stage  planning. 

Building  stabilization  costs  are 
based  upon  a  preliminarv'  condition 
survey  of  the  Presidio  buildings 
conducted  in  the  winter  of  1991. 
Building  components  examined 
include  site,  foundation,  struc- 
tural system,  exterior  shell,  inte- 
rior, roof,  plumbing,  electrical 
and  heating  systems,  fire  sys- 
tems, and  disabled  access  for  the 
first  floor.  These  costs  do  not 
include  any  costs  for  treatment 
or  management  of  hazardous 
materials  such  as  asbestos  and 


lead  paint,  costs  for  rehabilitation 
or  renovation  for  current  or  new 
use  or  costs  for  seismic  upgrade. 

Historic  Structures 

Historic  structures  within  each 
area  are  designated  on  the  site 
map.  These  structures  are  high- 
lighted because  they  should  be 
preserv  ed  and  adaptively  reused; 
these  structures  also  pose  limits 
to  exterior  modifications  and, 
depending  on  the  structure,  vari- 
ous limits  regarding  interior 
modification.

Site  Features 

Since  its  inception  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  century,  the  Letter- 
man  Complex  has  developed  as 
an  integral  part  of  the  Presidio, 
occupying  a  critical  location 
between  the  main  entrance 
(Lombard  Street)  and  the  heart 
of  the  post.  The  complex  has 
played  a  significant  role  in  the 
Army's  medical  history,  has  been 
the  site  of  considerable  medical 
technology  development,  and  has 
been  highly  regarded  for  its  role 
as  a  teaching  hospital. 

The  complex  primarily  is  com- 
prised of  the  Letterman  Army 
Medical  Center  (LAMC),  an 
acute  care  medical  facility  with  a 
550-bed  design  capacity,  and  the 
Letterman  Army  Institute  of 
Research  (LAIR),  considered  to 
be  one  of  the  finest  research  cen- 
ters in  the  world.  Within  its 
buildings  are  a  300-seat  teaching 
theater,  a  smaller  theater  and 


numerous  meeting  and  class- 
room spaces. 

Concepts  for  Use 

Throughout  its  history,  the  Let- 
terman Complex  has  promoted 
research  and  health  care.  Its  spe- 
cialized facilities  still  seem  best 
adapted  to  these  purposes  but 
with  a  different  emphasis  that 
recognizes  the  new  national  park 
setting  of  the  complex.  This 
could  include  a  variety  of  research, 
training  and  health-care  programs 
that  address  the  interaction  of 
environment  and  public  health 
issues.  Nearby  housing  strength- 
ens the  value  of  this  research 
space  and  its  ability  to  keep  sci- 
entists in  close  proximity  to  their 
work.  Examples  of  use  include: 

Research  and  advanced  medical 
care  centers  in  the  fields  of  envi- 
ronmental health,  human  nutri- 
tion, AIDS,  and  public  health.

Letterman  Army  Medical  Center 
(LAMC) 

>  Opened  in  1968. 

>  Has  a  3-floor  base  and  a  7- 
floor  tower  with  a  penthouse. 

Base  floors  are  all  currently 
used  for  clinic  activities,  while 
the  tower  levels  have  patient 
rooms  with  nursing  services. 
The  hospital  is  outdated  for 
acute  care  use  and  would 
require  significant  seismic, 
mechanical  and  electrical 
improvements  for  continued 
use  of  this  type.  The  tower 


would  require  significant  seis- 
mic upgrade;  detailed  costs  for 
this  work  as  well  as  for  treat- 
ment of  hazardous  materials 
have  not  been  estimated  at  this 
time.  It  has  also  been  suggest- 
ed that  the  tower  portion  of 
LAMC,  its  primary  seismic 
hazard,  could  be  removed. 

Seismic  and  other  improve- 
ments to  LAMC,  while  feasi- 
ble, may  not  be  economic  in 
the  operation  of  an  acute  care 
hospital.  Since  this  buildmg  is 
adjacent  to  LAIR,  it  could  be 
ideally  suited  for  additional 
research  space  and  administra- 
tive support/office  space. 


Letterman  Army  Institute  of 
Research  (LAIR) 

Constructed  m  1976  at  a  cost 
of  S50  million. 

Includes  three  separate  facilities 
and  one  physical  plant.  These 
facilities,  exclusive  of  mechanical 
and  intcrstiti.il  space,  arc:  labo- 
rator\  research  space  (130,000 
usable  square  feet);  an  animal 
research  building  (85,000  usable 
square  feet);  and  administrative 
space  (70,000  usable  square  feet) 

Has  been  continuously  updat- 
ed and  maintained  since  it  was 
originally  constructed.  Initial 
indications  are  that  the  LAIR 
will  not  require  seismic  work. 
Costs  to  treat  some  building 
components  in  minor  disrepair 
are  estimated  at  $616,000. 


Fort  Scott 


Site  Features 

Built  to  house  the  Coastal  Artillery 
Corps,  this  horseshoe-shaped 
complex  of  barracks  and  support 
structures  was  constructed  between 
1910  and  1915  on  a  gently  sloping 
plateau  overlooking  the  Golden 
Gate.  It  operated  as  a  separate 
social  and  administrative  complex 
from  the  Main  Post.  By  the  eve 
of  World  War  II,  Fort  Scott  housed 
the  headquarters  for  all  of  the 
harbor  defenses  of  San  Francisco. 

The  complex  is  exemplary  of  the 
Mission  Revival  style  of  architec- 
ture, with  white  walls  and  red  tiled 
roofs  capped  with  curved  gables  at 
the  ends  of  buildings.  Its  center- 
piece is  an  open-ended,  horseshoe- 
shaped  parade  ground  facing  the 
Golden  Gate  Bridge.  Many  of  the 
historic  buildings  of  Fort  Scott 
command  exceptional  views;  their 
interiors  are  relatively  spacious  hav- 
ing served  first  as  barracks  and  later 
as  office  and  administrative  space. 


Fort  Scott  t  cat  LI  ICS  a  variety  of 
buildings,  iikIulIiiii;  housing, 
administration,  training,  institu- 
tional, service,  and  warehouses. 
Housing  consists  of  multi-story 
single-family  attached  and 
detached  structures,  multi-story 
barracks,  and  apartment  buildings. 
Community  facilities  and  support 
buildings  include  a  church,  recre- 
ation center,  offices,  post  exchanges, 
gymnasium,  tennis  courts, 
garages,  and  workshop  space. 

Concepts  for  Use 

Fort  Scott  has  a  quiet  beauty  and 
architectural  integrity.  It  is  phys- 
ically separated  from  the  rest  of 
the  Presidio,  affording  it  a  tran- 
quil setting  and  campus-like 
atmosphere.  These  qualities  sug- 
gest the  Fort's  suitability  as  an 
environment  of  learning,  study 
and  application  of  knowledge  — 
a  location  for  educational  exchange. 
It  has  often  been  suggested  as  a 


place  for  an  international  center 
focusing  on  various  world  issues. 
Other  ideas  for  use  include: 

State-of-the-art  conference/ 
clearinghouse  activities  center 
emphasizing  global  conservation 
and  environmental  issues  or 
crt)ss-cultural  exchange. 
Ivnvironmental  education 
programs. 

Elder  and  youth  hostels.  ' 
Training  center  for  park  and 
public  land  stewardship. 
Youth  service  training. 
Conference  center  with  no 
program  restrictions.

Site  Features 

The  Main  Post  has  served  as  the 
administrative  heart  of  the  Pre- 
sidio since  its  founding  by  the 
Spanish  in  1776.  Among  its  main 
elements  are  the  site  of  the  origi- 
nal Spanish  garrison,  two  parade 
grounds  (now  used  mostly  for 
parking),  the  Presidio  Army 
Museum,  the  Sixth  Army  Head- 
quarters, the  Officers'  Club,  and 
several  housing  areas,  including 
Victorian-era  housing. 

The  Main  Post  also  includes  a 
range  of  modern  support  facili- 
ties such  as  a  gymnasium,  bowl- 
mg  center,  two  chapels,  theater, 
library,  child  development  cen- 
ter, travel  agency,  post  office,  ser- 
vice station,  and  fast  food 
restaurant.  Police,  fire  and  rescue 
services  for  the  entire  Presidio 
have  been  centralized  at  the  site. 

The  sloping,  protected  site 
affords  vistas  both  outward  to 


the  San  Francisco  Bay  and 
inward  to  the  center  of  the  post. 
Its  two  parade  grounds,  though 
greatly  altered  over  the  years, 
have  retained  the  spatial  charac- 
ter and  help  define  the  borders  of 
the  area. 


Concepts  for  Use 

The  Main  Post  will  continue  to 
be  the  "center"  of  the  Presidio, 
providing  key  visitor  informa- 
tion and  service  functions.  Its 
convenient  access,  numerous 
building  types,  and  ample  park- 
ing can  support  a  variety  of  active 
uses.  With  the  greatest  concentra- 
tion of  buildings  at  the  Presidio, 
the  Main  Post  will  allow  for  vari- 
ous educational,  visitor  service 
and  administrative  functions. 
This  area  of  the  post  is  best  suit- 
ed for  intensive  visitor  activities 
and  programs  that  envision  a 
higher  participation  than  those 
occurring  in  more  remote  and 


tranquil  sections  of  the  Presidio. 
Some  of  the  ideas  identified  by 
the  public  include: 

International  and  multicultural 
facilities. 

Environmental  organization 
outreach  and  information  center. 
Public  events,  exhibits  and  cel- 
ebrations utilizing  both  build- 
mgs  and  open  space. 
Museums.

Site  Features 


Originally  a  wetland,  Cris'sy 
Field  is  an  exciting  open  area  of 
the  park  bordering  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Bay.  It  takes  its  name  from 
the  airfield  that  had  its  heyday  in 
the  1920s  and  1930s.  This  level, 
mostly  landfilled  area  also 
includes  a  helipad,  various  avia- 
tion-related structures,  the  for- 
mer Fort  Point  U.S.  Coast  Guard 
Station,  and  a  variety  of  ware- 
house, industrial,  retail  and  office 
structures. 

Two  clusters  of  smaller,  "World 
War  II  temporary  wooden  struc- 
tures are  located  at  both  the  east 
and  west  ends  of  Crissy  Field. 
They  are  used  primarily  as 
offices,  classrooms  and  storage 
space. 

The  GGNRA  already  manages 
the  Golden  Gate  Promenade,  a 
popular  running,  biking  and 
walking  route  that  extends  the 


entire  length  of  the  Crissy  shore- 
line. The  east  end  of  the  site  also 
is  a  world-class  boardsailing  area. 


Concepts  for  Use 

With  its  broad  open  space  and 
natural  features,  Crissy  Field  is 
highly  regarded  for  its  parklike 
qualities.  The  future  of  this  site 
will  emphasize  these  qualities 
with  restoration  of  natural  sys- 
tems, improved  landscaping  and 
better  recreational  access.  Uses 
in  adjacent  buildings  should  ide- 
ally relate  to  this  park  character 
and  visitor  use.  Some  of  the  ideas 
identified  in  the  public  planning 
process  include: 


Conservation/human  ecology 
education  programs. 

Youth  conservation  service 
corps  training. 

Center  for  marine  research  and 
education. 

Aviation  museum  to  interpret 
airfield's  history. 

Transportation  technology 
museum  and  center  emphasiz- 
ing future  and  innovative 
technologies.

For  planning  purposes,  this  36- 
acre  Public  Health  Service  Hos- 
pital area  is  being  considered  as 
part  of  the  Presidio.  It  currently 
is  not  within  the  boundaries  of 
the  GGNRA,  however,  it  could 
be  added  to  the  park  through  a 
boundary  adjustment  during  the 
formal  disposition  process  that 
accompanies  base  closure. 

In  1931,  the  Army  transferred  the 
site  of  the  Merchant  Marine 
Hospital  at  the  southern  boundary 
of  the  Presidio  to  the  U.S.  Public 
Health  Service.  The  Public  Health 
Service  constructed  a  six-story 
brick  hospital  in  1932,  and  in  1951 
a  major  building  campaign  near- 
ly doubled  the  size  of  the  hospital, 
adding  two  wings  of  six  floors 
each  and  a  two-story  connection 
to  the  south  face  of  the  original 
building.  The  site  also  includes 
residential  and  administrative 
facilities  dating  back  to  1915. 


The  Public  Health  Service  Hos- 
pital was  active  until  1982  when 
its  doors  were  closed  and  control 
of  the  site  was  returned  to  the 
Army.  In  1988,  the  Army  granted 
a  ten-year  lease  option  to  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  to 
use  the  site  as  a  long-term  health 
care  facility.  In  May  1990,  the 
San  Francisco  Department  of 
Public  Health  evaluated  the 
potential  for  reuse  as  a  non-acute 
care  facility  to  accommodate 
persons  with  HIV  disease  and 
others  needing  long-term  institu- 
tionalized care. 


'concepts  jo)'  . 

The  cornbination  of  residential, 
office  and  laboratory  space  in  a 
quiet  isolated  setting  is  well  suit- 
ed to  a  research  and  conference 
facility.  Nearby  recreational 
facilities,  including  the  golf  course, 
and  other  natural  features  of  the 
park,  could  enhance  the  retreat- 


like aspect  of  the  site.  Programs 
for  international  study  of  the 
environment  and  human  cultural 
interactions  have  been  suggested 
in  public  forums.  The  site  also 
could  be  well  suited  to  a  confer- 
ence center  with  state-of-the-art 
meeting  facilities  and  accommo- 
dations. Other  uses  identified  by 
the  public  during  the  planning 
process  include:

Special  Information 

■'  It  has  been  suggested  that  the 
hospital's  nonhistoric  building 
element  (approximately  half  of 
the  total  square  footage  of  the 
medical  facility)  could  be 
removed. 

>  The  City  of  San  Francisco's 
estimate  to  rehabilitate  the 
hospital  building  as  a  non-acute, 
long-term  care  facility  is  $33 
million,  excluding  abatement 
of  hazardous  materials.  This 
estimate  assumes  a  230-bed 
facility  and  several  construction 
variances. 


Current  layout  of  the  hospital, 
with  its  long  corridors,  is  more 
appropriate  to  a  long-term 
health  facility  than  an  acute 
care  operation  if  medical  use 
were  determined  to  be  a  prior- 
ity consideration.  The  hospital 
would  require  considerable 
seismic  upgrade  and  rehabilita- 
tion of  mechanical  and  electrical 
systems  before  being  suitable 
for  any  future  use. 

Estimated  cost  for  building 
stabilization:  $3,800,000. 


Cavalry  Stables 


Site  Features 

Located  in  a  small  forested  valley 
south  of  Crissy  Field,  this  area 
includes  five  former  brick  stables 
constructed  in  1913-14  and  some 
small  maintenance  and  utility 
structures.  This  area  also  features 
the  old  cavalry  barracks  (cur- 
rently the  Religious  Activities 
Center),  a  two-story  18,000 
square  foot  structure  built  in 
1902,  which  contains  a  variety  of 
classroom  and  meeting  spaces. 
The  stables  are  currently  used  as 
vehicle  maintenance  shops,  stor- 
age and  a  veterinary  center.  This 
area  is  bounded  by  Doyle  Drive 
on  the  north  and  Highway  1  on 
the  west.  The  San  Francisco 
National  Cemetery  occupies  the 
adjacent  ridge  to  the  east. 


Concepts  Jot  use 

The  integrity  of  this  cluster  of 
historic  buildings  and  surroundmg 
landscape  suggest  maintaining  a 
distinct  and  isolated  functional 
area.  Uses  that  continue  the 
hands-on  working  environment 
such  as  restored  stables  and 
training  laboratories  or  work- 
shops would  be  well  suited  to 
the  site.  However,  given  their 
proximity  to  the  Religious  Activ- 
ities Center,  Crissy  Field  and 
Fort  Scott,  they  could  be  con- 
nected to  activities  in  those  areas. 


Other  ideas  for  uses  include: 

Alternative  technologies 
research  and  training  space. 

Visual  arts  and  crafts  studio 
space. 

Classrooms  for  technical  and 
preservation  skills  training. 

Recreational  and  tiierapcutic 
riding  programs  (rehabilitate 
stables). 

Law  enforcement  center  and 
mounted  police  facilities.

Questions  and  Answers 

Q.  Can  responses  be  submitted 
for  a  project  or  program  that 
does  not  yet  have  an  organiza- 
tional sponsor? 

A.  Responses  to  the  Call  for 
Interest  should,  at  a  minimum, 
show  support  of  a  coalition  of 
proponents  whose  intention  is  to 
either  find  organizational  back- 
ing, create  a  specific  institution 
to  foster  their  program  or  form 
an  association  with  institutions 
"with  similar  project  goals. 


Q.  What  is  the  extent  of  gen- 
eral and  seismic  rehabilitation 
required  before  occupancy? 

A.  Rehabilitation  needs  vary  by 
structure,  but  most  Presidio 
structures  will  require  at  least 
moderate  rehabilitation  before 
reuse.  Preliminary  estimates  of 
building  stabilization  costs  are 
provided  in  the  section  on  plan- 
ning area  descriptions. 

Q.  What  will  be  the  mainte- 
nance responsibilities  of  tenants? 

A.  Tenants  will  be  responsible 
for  interior  maintenance  and  may 
be  responsible  for  capital  invest- 
ment in  facility  rehabilitation. 

Q.  What  support  services  will 
be  provided? 

A.  Security,  fire  protection, 
landscape  and  common  area 
maintenance  services  will  be  pro- 
vided. Tenants  will  be  charged  a 
portion  of  costs  for  maintaining 
these  services. 

Q.  Can  I  tour  the  site? 

A.  Site  tours  will  be  provided 
on  a  regular  basis  durmg  the  Call 
for  Interest  phase  of  Presidio 
planning.  Reservations  can  be 
made  by  calling  the  Presidio 
Planning  Information  Center  at 
(415) 556-3111. 

Q.  What  about  the  housing  or 
commercial  uses?  Should  spe- 
cific ideas  be  forwarded? 

A.  The  Call  for  Interest  will  not 
consider  responses  to  rent  hous- 
ing in  the  private  marketplace. 
Housing  use  should  be  linked  to 


some  broader  program  purpose 
and/or  use  of  other  facilities. 
Likewise,  responses  to  this  Call 
for  Interest  which  address  com- 
mercial uses  must  demonstrate 
some  relationship  to  program 
themes  and  public  benefit. 

Q.  Should  I  call  the  Resource 
Center  with  questions  about 
this  Call  for  Interest? 

A.  This  booklet  is  designed  to 
provide  enough  information  for 
the  level  of  detail  being  request- 
ed in  this  Call  for  Interest.  The 
Presidio  Planning  Information 
Center  is  available  for  more 
intorniation  about  the  site,  includ- 
111;^  mtoi mation  on  building  and 
intrastructurc  conditions  and 
historic  preservation  requirements. 
Respondents  are  encouraged  to 
visit  the  site  if  possible,  to  obtain 
answers  to  detailed  questions. 

Q.  Is  response  to  the  C^?// /or 
Interest  mandatory  for  prospec- 
tive tenants? 

A.  No.  While  response  is  highly 
desirable,  organizations  mterested 
in  locating  at  the  Presidio  may 
elect  to  respond  later  m  the  tenant 
selection  process. 

Q.  How  can  I  stay  informed 
about  the  tenant  selection 
process? 

A.  Organizations  may  add  their 
names  to  a  mailing  list  by  writing 
to  the  Presidio  Planning  Infor- 
mation Center.

New  uses  in  the  Presidio 
should  support  or  be  com- 
patible with  National  Park 
purposes  as  well  as  the  signif- 
icance and  character  of  the  site. 


Presidio  Planning  Guidelines 

As  a  unit  of  the  National  Park 
Service,  the  Presidio's  future  is 
guided  by  the  congressional  pur- 
pose of  this  agency.  This  pur- 
pose, set  in  law  in  1916, 
established  the  National  Park 
Service  to  protect  the  nation's 
finest  natural  and  wildlife 
resources,  and  to  provide  for 
^their  enjoyment  by  the  public. 
The  National  Park  Service  must 
balance  preservation  with  use, 
ensuring  that  these  national  trea- 
sures are  preserved  "unimpaired 
for  the  enjoyment  of  future  gener- 
ations." 

The  NPS  drew  upon  this  legisla- 
tion establishing  "park  purpose" 
as  well  as  various  other  federal 


laws  and  executive  orders  about 
historic  preservation,  leasing  of 
historic  buildings,  preservation 
of  endangered  species  and  other 
subjects,  to  prepare  ten  Presidio 
Planning  Guidelines.  The  guide- 
lines, which  set  parameters  for 
future  preservation  and  use  of 
the  Presidio,  were  adopted  by 
the  GGNRA  Advisory  Com- 
mission following  extensive 
review  and  discussion  by  the 
public. 

Prospective  Park  Partners  should 
familiarize  themselves  with  these 
Planning  Guidelines  and  should 
respond  to  this  Call  for  Interest 
in  keeping  with  them. 

1.    Those  components  of  the 
historic  landscape  that  assure 


7.  Appropriate  uses  that  sup- 
port the  operating  cost  of  the 
Presidio  may  be  sought. 

8.  The  Presidio  planning  process 
will  take  a  long-term  view. 

9.  The  planning  process  will 
include  ample  opportunity 
for  public  input  and  coordi- 
nation with  local  and  state 
governments. 

10.  The  Presidio's  infrastructure 
will  be  modernized;  haz- 
ardous wastes  will  be 
removed;  and  air  and  water 
quality,  and  other  environ- 
mental values  of  the  post  will 
be  restored  and  enhanced. 


Applicable  Laws  and  Policies 

Various  laws  and  policies  affect 
future  use  of  the  Presidio.  Some 
of  the  major  pieces  of  legislation 
are  outlined  below.  A  thorough 
analysis  of  their  implications  for 
future  tenants  is  not  required  in 
response  to  the  Call  for  Interest. 


Environment  and  Land  Use 

National  Environmental  Policy 
Act  of  1969  (NEPA ):  Requires 
consideration  of  the  environ- 
mental effects  of  proposed  federal 
actions  and  includes  procedures 
to  ensure  that  environmental 
information  is  available  to  deci- 
sion makers  and  the  public 
before  actions  are  taken.  Tenants 
may  have  to  complete  supple- 
mentary environmental  compli- 
ance if  the  effects  of  their  proposals 
go  beyond  those  covered  in  the 
environmental  impact  statement 
which  accompanies  the  NPS  plan 
for  the  Presidio. 

Endayigered  Species  Act  of  1973: 
Requires  the  NPS  to  consult 
with  the  U.S.  Fish  and  Wildlife 
Service  on  projects  that  have  the 
potential  to  affect  endangered  or 
threatened  species.  Various 
endangered  and  threatened 
species  are  found  at  the  Presidio; 
however,  most  developed  areas 
of  the  Presidio  are  removed  from 
habitat  of  endangered  species. 

Coastal  Zone  Management  Act 
of  1972:  Requires  federal  agen- 
cies conducting  projects  or  activ- 
ities affecting  the  coastal  zone  to 
carry  them  out  in  a  manner  con- 
sistent with  the  state's  coastal 
zone  management  program.

Cultural  Resources  &  Historic 
Preservation 

As  a  National  Park  area  and  a 
National  Historic  Landmark,  all 
of  the  Presidio  is  subject  to  these 
laws  and  policies. 

\\ii;o}icd  Historic  Preservation 
Act  o  f  1966  as  amended  in  1980: 
Requires  federal  agencies  to  take 
into  account  the  effects  of  their 
actions  on  properties  on  or  eligi- 
ble for  the  National  Register  of 
Historic  Places  and  minimize 
harm  to  historic  properties 
affected  by  their  actions.  Tenants 
using  historic  buildings  at  the 
Presidio  will  be  subject  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior's  Stan- 
dards for  Rehabilitation  and  must 


compi)  with  preservation  proce- 
dures established  by  the  NPS. 

Scax-tary  of  the  Interior's  Stan- 
dards for  Rchahilitdtion:  Estab- 
lish guidelines  for  work 
undertaken  on  historic  buildings 
and  their  surroundings  to  ensure 
long-term  preservation  of  a 
property  's  significance  and  main- 
tain the  intc-rit\  ot  historic 
nialLTials  and  tcaturcs,  including 
landscape  features,  icnants  occu- 
pying historic  buildings  at  the 
Presidio  must  be  prepared  for 
restrictions  on  any  exterior  mod- 
ifications to  the  buildings  and 
their  settings.  These  restrictions 
may  also  affect  interior  modifica- 
tions depending  on  the  history 
of  the  building  and  how  intact  its 
original  features  are.  Tenants 
may  be  responsible  for  defining 
historic  features  of  buildings  and 
reviewing  modifications  which 
require  approval  of  the  State 
Historic  Preservation  Officer. 
Tax  credits  for  improvements 
that  adhere  to  these  standards 
may  be  available  for  non-tax 
exempt  organizations. 


Archeological  Resource  Protec- 
tion Act  of  1979:  Provides  for 
protection  of  archeological 
resources  on  federal  lands,  with 
special  permit  and  disposition 
rules  and  civil  and  criminal 
penalties  for  violations.  Any 
work  that  might  affect  archeo- 
logical resources  requires  a  system 
of  surveying  and  archeological 
clearance  mitigation.  At  the  Pre- 
sidio, this  would  primarily  relate 
to  work  that  anticipated  under- 
ground disturbance. 

Disabled  Access 

Americans  with  Disabilities  Act 
—  1990:  Requires  disabled  access 
to  public  facilities,  services,  pro- 
grams, or  employment.  Tenants 
of  Presidio  buildings  will  be 
required  to  comply  with  ADA 
and  often  to  modify  buildings  to 
meet  disabled  access  provisions. 
Tax  credits  for  improvements 
that  adhere  to  these  standards 
may  be  available  for  non-tax 
exempt  organizations. 

Section  504  of  the  Rehabilitation 
Act  of  1973  as  amended  in  1978: 
Requires  that  "no  otherwise 
qualified  individual  shall,  solely 
by  reason  of  his  or  her  handicap, 
be  denied  the  benefits  or  partici- 
pation in  any  program  or  activity 
funded  or  conducted  by  a  federal 
agency"  or  a  beneficiary  of  fed- 
eral assistance.  Public  programs 
and  services  must  be  made  acces- 
sible to  and  usable  by  people 
with  disabilities  to  the  highest 
extent  possible. 


Architectural  Barriers  Act  (Public 
Law  90-480)  of  August  12,  1968 
and  amended  through  1978: 
Requires  that  every  building 
designed,  constructed  or  altered 
after  the  effective  date  shall  be 
accessible  to  and  usable  by  peo- 
ple with  physical  disabiHties. 

Uniform  Federal  Accessibilit-: 
Staridards  (UFAS):  Adopted  by 
the  Department  of  Interior  and 
the  NPS  as  the  minimum  stan- 
dard in  building  and  facility 
design,  construction  or  alter- 
ations. Project  design  may 
exceed  the  standards,  (e.g.,  ramps 
may  be  less  steep,  more  than  one 
stall  in  a  restroom  may  be 
wheelchair  accessible).  Design 
exceptions  may  be  allowed  in  cases 
dealing  with  historic  structures. 

Business  Operations 


Concessions  Policy  Act  of  1963: 
Establishes  a  contractual  frame- 
work for  encouraging  and  enabling

This  rent  will 
cover  tenant  building  space 
and  a  pro  rata  share  of  com- 
mon services  being  provided 
for  all  Presidio  tenants  (e.g., 
security,  landscaping,  etc.). 
In  addition,  tenants  may  be 


expected  to  rehabilitate 
buildings  they  occupy;  these 
costs  would  be  offset  by  rent 
abatements. 

C.  Users  will  have  no  property 
or  possessory  interest  in 
improvements  made  bc\ ond 
the  life  of  the  leases  the\  lia\  e 
with  the  National  Park  Ser\  ice. 

D.  Leases  for  buildings  arc  not 
saleable  or  transferable. 

E.  The  lease  term  will  ispically 
be  10  to  20  years,  but  may  be 
up  to  30  years  or  more, 
depending  on  the  cost  of 
buildint;  rehabilitation  or 
other  factors. 

F.  Historic  preservation 
requirements  will  be 
imposed  as  appropriate. 

G.  Disabled  accessibility 
upgrades  will  be  required 
consistent  with  historic 
preservation  requirements. 

H.  Seismic  stabilization  and 
other  code  compliance  will 
be  imposed  as  necessary. 

I.  Routine  business  operations, 
educational  facilities  and 
other  programs  will  be  con- 
ducted in  an  environmental- 
ly responsible  manner. 
Tenants  will  be  encouraged 
to  pursue  environmentally 
sustaining  technologies 
whenever  possible. 

J.    Tenants  will  be  required  to 
adhere  to  compliance  proce- 
dures established  by  the  NPS.
